This design only varies from “Allegory and Glory variant 11E” in the presentation of its gold Federation Star, which in this case has 
been subtly superimposed upon a sunburst, the design of which is based on the ‘Rising Sun’ slouch had badge of the Australian Army, 
its sixteen major rays representing all of the states and territories of the Commonwealth. Otherwise the design gleefully violates the 
same set of insipidly simplistic ‘rules’ that officious dimwits believe to be universal principles of flag design, including its use of seven 
meaningful Oz colours instead of only two or three basic hues, its prominent and utterly unique inclusion of the inscription ‘Australia’, 
and of course its overall complexity. With heaps of green-and-gold as well as red-white-and-blue, and displaying not only a Federation 
Star but other major symbols of Oz including Uluru and a roo, as well as a fly area that can accommodate the blue field and white stars 
of the Southern Cross or the other field colours, patterns, and symbols that the rest of the nation’s flags require, this design is “good as’.
